REPORT OF RECALL 
HEARD AT CAPITAL 


State Department Is Si- 
lent But Other Sources 
Deny Rumor— Tellez 
Leaves for Mexico City.

Washington, March 3.—Announce- | 
ment today that a new note had been | 
received from Mexico City in response 
to the communication sent earlier this 
week by Secretary of State Kellogg 
only served to deepen the mystery sur- 
rounding the subject matter of the 
latest correspondence between the two 
governments. 

The lid was clamped down tightly 
upon all avenues of information at 
the state department while officials at 
the Mexican embassy refused to dis- 
euss the matter at all. 

Sienificance was attached to this 
in view of the fact that up to the 
last few days Mexican officials have 
been unusually free in spreading infor- 
mation concerning the Mexican inter- 
pretation of the effect of the disputed 
land and oil laws. 

Recall Reports. 

The secrecy of the Mexican embassy 
gave rise to reports that the corre- 
spondence deals with the recent pub- 
_licity activities of Manuel Tellez, the 
Mexican ambassador. Additional im- 
portance was attached to these reports 
by the return to Washington today of 
Ambassador Tellez from an interrupt- 
ed trip to Mexico City. In some quar- 
ters, it is rumored that the ambassa- 
dor’s recall has been asked. 

Confirmation of these reports could 
not be obtained at the state depart- 
ment, but it is known that some of the 
statements given out by Ambassador 
Tellez by which he listed the number 
of American companies which have 
complied with the Mexican petroleun 
laws, have aroused criticism. 

The note to Mexico was sent by Sec- 
retary Kellogg last week coincident 
with the departure from Washington 
of Ambassador Tellez. At St. Louis 
the ambassador receired a message 
from Mexico City and immediately 
commenced his return trip to Wash- 
ington. At the embassy today, it was 


admitted that he had returned but 
knowledge of his whereabouts was r>2- 


fused. 
No Oil Information. 

Responding to a senate resolution 
the state department today failed to 
furnish any information relatiye to 
oil interests of Edward L. Doheny, 
Harry Sinclair and Secretary of the 
' Treasury Mellon in Mexico. 

The resolution which was offered 
by Senator Norris, republican, of. Ne- 
braska, asked the department to state 
whether Doheny, Sinclair and Mellon 
interests were among those holding oil 
lands in Mexice and whether they had 
refused to accept the Mexican law. 
The state department reply reads: 

“That save that it is advised that 
there is an American’ corporation 
known as the Mexican Sinclair Petro- 
leum corporation, the department of 
state is not informed of the nature and 
extent of the interest, if any, held in 
Mexico, individually or as partners, or 
through stock ow nership, of any of the 
parties referred to in on resolution.”

Purposes of Meeting. 

“Twe things will be done at the 
meeting,” Mr. Bomeisler explained. 
“First, Atlanta’s part in the cow- 
hog-hen week will be planned com- | 
pletely, and, second, permanent work 
will be done toward the year-round 
functioning of Atlanta business men 
in solving the problems arising from 
the change in agriculture from cotton- 
raising to diversity and livestock grow- 
ing. 

“Among those attending will:be a 
large percentage of the more than 400 
business men who recently have joined 
forces with the Georgia association. 
These, men have realized that condi- 
tions’on Georgia farms are reflected 
in their own business, since Georgia 
is 44.9 per cent agricultural. They 
have discovered that cotton growing is 
a losing game in Georgia, now that 
our farms in respect of ccatton are at 
a disadvantage of seven cents. per 
pound in the cost of raising it, when 
competing with the virgin cotton coun- 


try of west Texas and Oklahoma.” 

Among the important questions to 
be discussed will be the banking rec- 
ord of Turner county. where the cow- 
hog-hen diversified plan has been in 
effect for five years. 

“Turner county bankers are au- 
thority for the statement that in the 
five years of the plan’s use there 
they have not lost a penny on a loan 
to cow-hog-hen farmers following the 
plan of the Georgia association,” Mr. 
Bomeisler coatinued. ‘This contrasts 
sharply with the financial history of 
farms where the cotton system has 
been followed. In Tift county the 
Georgia association's land settlement 
plan resulted in the sale to compe- 
tent farmers of every ready-to-go farm 
in the county. 

“Already the Georgia association 
has increased the state’s aanual in- 
come by $75,000,000, and the present 
effort—through which the plan is to 
be put into effect throughout the 
state, with the help of town bankers 
and supply houses—will swell the fig- 
ures proportionately as it succeeds in 
| bringing the new method of agricul- 
ture into vogue.” 

The state-wide campaign has been 
planned in detail, final work being 
accomplished Thursday.

Washington, March 3.—Failure of 
congress to pass the second deficiency 
bill at this session would cut the 
size of the army from 115,000 to S80.- 
000 from now until July 1, when the 
appropriation bills for the next fiscal 
year take effect, army officers said 


today. 


Appropriations for subsistence and 
pay of the army for the rest of this 
included in the deficiency 
bill, If it is not passed, no funds 
will be available for keeping the army 
up to present strength. This would 
mean 31,000 soldiers would be dis- 
charged 

Many army activities will be halt- 
ed if the senate filibuster continues 
until congress adjourns. It was stat- 
ed summer training camps would have 
to be abandoned, flying activities 
curbed and war department work re- 
duced t» a minimum. Army housing 
and hospital plans also are threat- 
ened. 

It is feared failure to provide funds 
for the increased ration now definite- 
ly authorized and expected by the 
enlisted men, would injure the army’s 
morale. 

The navy would not be affected as 
much as the army. While the meas- 
ure carries appropriations ffor ele- 
vating guns and other work on the 
battleships Oklahoma and Nevada, the 
secretary said there would be little 
delay. Under navy plans work on 
these ships will not be started until 
late fall, and if the money is not 
voted now, it can be obtained next | 
session.

Washington, March ( United 
News.)—The house recessed tonight at 
9:55 o'clock until 9:30 tomorrow 
morning after passing the resolution 
postponing the national origin pro- 
vision of the immigration law for one 
year by a vote of 232 to 111, after be- 
ing deadlocked in a filibuster for five 
and a half hours. 

Throughout the 
filibuster the house employed tactics 
similar to those being used in the sen- 
ate. The filibuster was led by south- 
ern democrats who opposed postponing 
the resolution. Roll calls were fre- 


quently demanded, there were a num- 
ber of quorum calls and every par- 
liamentary tactic at their command 
was made to delay action. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock Representa- 
tive Tilson, Connecticut republican 
floor leader, urged suspension of quo- 
rum calls, but democrats objected. 

Upon presentation of the rule for 
consideration of the national origin 
bill, virtually all southern democrats 
left the chamber and forced a quorum 
call. As the clerk read the rule, Mi- 
nority Leader Garrett, Tennessee. 
— democrats to leave the cham- 
er. 
“Get out!” Garrett shouted, and 
there was a mad scramble for the 
cloakroom.

severing his head. 

Parry-Thomas met his death in con- 
tinuing the speed competition inaugu- 
rated some time ago between himself, 
Malcolm Campbell and Major H. O. 
Seagrave. 

Parry- Thomas made a record of 172 
miles an hour from a flying start over 
a mile course here last April. He 
went out today to better ti, using a 
| 400-horsepower car with a 12-cylinder

Just before starting, he relaxed his 
Tule against carrying mascots and 
tied to his car a cloth black cat which 
a woman motorist had brought to give 
| him good luck. A few minutes earlier,

Parry Thomas himself had a large 
share in building the car which killed 
him. Diseussing the machine betore 
he started, he said: 

“T call her Baby.

He was 42 years old and a bache- 
lor.

SPECTACULAR BLAZE 
DESTROYS BUILDING

all sides of the building. Firemen 
climbed to the roof of a store next 
door, directing a stream of water over 
the adjoining roofs. Fanned by a gule, 
the flames broke from the upper “sto- 
ries aud completely spanned Hunter 
street, deluging the firemen below 
with a shower of burning brands and 
sheets of red hot metal from the roof. 

Several thousand spectators throng- 
ed the Hunter street entrance of the 
Spring street viaduct, scurrying to 
cover as new arrivals from city fire 
departments came clanging in, On 
Hunter street directly across from the 
burning building and on Forsyth 
street a block from the corner, it was 
not mecessary for police to hold the 
crowd from the danger area, as the 
heat drove them back to a safe dis- 
tance, 

The building was of the “mill con- 
struction” type, a siow burning one, 
said to be one of the few of its kind 
in the downtown business district. 
New floors were recently put in of 
heavy planking, reinforced -in most 
instances with oak flooring, whilé the 


timber coustruction was of heayy ma- 
terials, believed to have held 
building together after the whole in- 
terior had been ravaged by flames. 
When police believed the walls were 
in danger of toppling to the street, 
they had brisk work clearing the strect 
of venturesome spectators, 
Blaze Spreads Rapidly. 

No watchman was employed in the 
building, the fire being noticed by 
passing pedestrians as a window broke 
out in flame on the top floor. The first 
fire engines to arrive had difficulty in 
throwing water to the fifth floor, and 
in spite of hard work the flames broke 
downward from floor to floorg, until 
about forty minutes after the flame 
was first seen the entire building was 
ablaze. With the arrival of more

Patents for Large Sum

Following overtures by representa- 


_ tives of the Egyptian government; by 


of Heidelberg university, 
, and by foremost road-build- 
ers of the United States and Canada, 
Atlanta on Thursday gained recogni- 
tion as the birthplace of an enginéer- 
ing feat which promises to revolu- 
tionize the road-construction industry 
of the world when Sam E. Finley, At- 
lanta expert on bituminous materials 
and noted road engineer, sold his 
American patent rights to his asphalt 
mixing invention to the American Fin- 
Mix company, national organization 
with headquarters in Chicago. 

Although the exact price was 
not made public, the deal was said by 
representatives of the purchasing con- 
cern and by Finley to involve the 
largest sum of money that ever fig- 
ured in such a project since road con- 
struction with bituminous materials 
became known. 

The Finley mixer was declared by 
Cc. C. Mosher, president of the Ameri- 
can Fin-Mix company,

perfected—and that its use will solve 
a problem which has baffled engin- 
eers for years, that of uniformly mix- 
ing asphalt with rigid materials and 
base and yet incorporating an elas- 
tic body to the pavement. |

Finley 
company, 212 W. North avenue, 
Thursday afternoon, Mosher paid high 
tribute to the Atlanta inventor and 
paving expert and predicted that the

problems for the contractor. First, it 
permits him to use large stones and 
a rigid base for his pavement, some- 
thing which the present mixers can- 
not do. The Finley machine removes 
the human element to the minimum 
and does away almost entirely with 
‘guess work’ in mixing materials for

W hen the resultant sinking of dirt 
occurred, the asphalt did not break 
up as is customary with most asphalt 
pavements, but the elasticity of the 
material permitted the street surface 
to settle with the sinking. The -oad 
surface remains unmarked, unbroken 
and the city was spared the expense 
of repairing the thoroughfare. 

“Atlanta can well be proud of 
Finley. He is recognized throughout 
America and Europe as being far in 
udvance of the average road engineer, 
not only in this new phase but also 
in other lines, Instead of paying at- 
tention to the perfection of the ma- 
terials, Finley devoted his study to a 
mixer and the perfected machine, 
patents for which we have jurchased 
today, is the result,’’ Mosher said. 

Although he will retain his official 
capacity with the national company 
Finley will not confine his activities 
to the work of the concern. 

“IT have been approached by rep- 
resentatives of foreign concerns,” he 
said, “and I expect to place my for- 
eign patent rights before long.”

Joseph Jacobs, prominent Atlanta 
druggist and former em gt and 
friend of Dr. Crawford W. Long, dis- 
coverer of anaethesia, has the dis- 
tinguished physician and Alexander 
H. Stephens, vice president of the Con- 
federacy, were roommates while at- 
tending the University of Georgia and 
roomed in Old college. 


Dr. Jacobs spoke here before the 
student body and presented to the uni- 
versity the original model from which 
the Dr. Long statue recently placed 
in the Hall of Fame at W ashington, 
was cast, 

“It is rather coincidental,” said 
Dr. Jacobs, “that these two distin- 
guished Georgia sons should have so 
closely associated while in college and 
then were later chosen to represent the 
state in the Hall of Fame at Wash- 
ington as the two outstanding citi- 
zens of the state. Although their life 
work was of no kindred nature, one 
being a physician and the other a 
lawyer, politician and statesman, 

Stephens Suggested Long.

versity commencement in 1879. He 
suggested James Oglethorpe, settler of 
the state, as the other Georgian to 
occupy the honored place, but the legis- 
lature at its next session named Dr.

NO TAX INCREASE. 


The finance committee of council | 


acted wisely in declining to support 
the proposal to increase the tax rate 
from $1.50 on the $100 assessed 
valuation to $1.75. 

Such an increase is wholly un- 
called for. 

The program of the citizens ad- 
visory school committee, charged 
with the financial responsibility of 
school operation, does not call for a 
tax rate increase. On the contrary, 
it distinctly states that the schools 
can be operated, without curtailment 
of service in any way, without such 
an increase. 

The tax rate in Atlanta is high 
enough. 

When the rate was raised from 
$1.25 to $1.50 it was distinetly 
stated, and so accepted by the citi- 
zens, that there would be no fur- 
ther increase. Since that time, how- 
ever, valuations have been increased, 
which in itself is an indirect tax 
increase. 

It is not sound to say that as 
the city grows and progresses, and 
as the school system is extended, or 
any other governmental service is 
extended keeping with such 
growth, taxes must be increased. 
The reverse would be more correctly 
the case, for as the city progresses 
new valuations are being established, 
and new _ properties the 
digests. By that means revenues are

One the second day of March, 1861, 
my father and I landed in Washing- 
ton city from the steamboat that had 
brought us up the 
Potomac from <Ac- 
quia creek, Virgin- 
ia, where we had 
debarked from the 
train from Kich- 
mond. 

Although I was not 

yet 10 vears of age 
my father wished 
me to see the cap- 
ital city and wit- 
ness the inaugura- 
tion of a president 
of the United 
States, He had 
the conviction that 
A a civil war was 
just ahead and possibly few of us in 
the south would ever again the 
United States “as then,” or the inaugu- 
ration of another president of the 
American states as a_ whole. His 
“hunch” as to the first event was a 
correct one, but the other went awry 
and many presidents of the continental 
union have since been inaugurated. 

We were at Washington, as related 
in a previous article for this column. 
by invitation of Senator Andrew John- 
son, of our state of Tennéssee, to re 
port concerning the setting up of the 
Southern Confederacy at Montsom- 
ery in February. We found quarters 
with Senator Johnson in the famous 
Kirkwood hotel that stood, I believe, 
on the site now. occupied by the Ral- 
eigh hotel in the capital city.

Seward, the soon-to-be confirmed sec- 
retary of state, and then took his seat 
on the democratic side of the ¢cham- 
ber, as he had been chosen senator 
from Kentucky to date from that day. 

Almost immediately the official pro- 
cession formed and marched to the ro- 
tunda and down the broad eastern 
steps to the rather limited stand that 
had been built for the main ceremony. 
That I might be raised above the crowd 
about us my father found a _ perch 
for me in the fork of a young tree not 
far from the platform, and from it I 
had a good view of the proceedings.

The Oath and the Address. 

At the front of the platform were 
the dignitaries of the occasion, con- 
spicuous being the president-elect, the 
retiring president, the venerable chief 
justice of the supreme court, Senators 
Chase,. Baker and others of the con- 
gressional committees. The platferm 
was filled by senators and representa- 
tives, the justices of the supreme court, 
the brilliantly uniformed diplomatic 
corps and hundreds of eminent men 
and ladies from over the nation. 


Senator Baker, of Oregon, presented 


. Mr. Lineoln, in about a dozen words, 


and the tall stolid man stood at the 
table and. when the storm of cheers 
subsided, began to read his first offi- 
cial address to the American people. 

Naturally, I understood very little 
pf what I could hear of the speech, but 
it was listened to in 
impressive silence” interrupted now 
and then by the hand-clapping of those 
on the platform and nearest to him. 

The aged chief justice,, Roger B. 
Taney, then solemnly pronounced the 
oath of office to which President Lin- 
coln responded with inclined head and 
reverently kissed the Bible. 

Thereupon congratulations followed, 
the procession of notables retired up 
the capitol steps and soon the caval- 
cade and escorting troops took up the 
return to the white house. A grand 
ball in the evening concluded the day’s 
ceremonies,

Meeting With President Lincoln. 

Several days later in the week Sen- 
ator Jolinson invited us to go to the 
white horse to meet the new president. 

I recall with what almost terror I 
approached the meeting. In our south- 
ern community, during the presidential 
campaign and later I bad heard Lin- 
coln so bitterly denounced and derided 
that I actually dreaded to be taken 
near to him, lest he might prove to be 
half-beast and half-devil! 

But he greeted us cordially. WLearn- 
ing whence we came, he drew my fa- 
ther, who was six feet two in his stoek- 
ings, to bis side, reached his hand up 
to their heads, and. finding his own 
the highest, he laughingly said to Sen- 
ator Jolnson: 

“You see. senator, Old Kaintuck 
still ranks higher than Tennessee !” 

Then he laid his big hand on my 
uneasy bead and stooping toward me, 
said: 

“And you are a young southerner? 
son, remember that IL am a 
southerner myself!’ 

The good humor of his manner im- 
pressed me indelibly and the more I 
have learned of Lincoln in my maturer 
years the more he has seemed to me 
to have spoken truly when he said, “I 
am a southerner myself!’ 

The next day we took up our re- 
turn to the south and to four years of 
bitter and bloody war.

PRICES FALLING 


Rapid movement of spring vegeta- 
bles and fruits the last week caused 
a downward swing of prices in the 
produce market, the weekly market 
review of the federal department of 
agriculture points out. Celery, cab- 
bage and sweet potatoes managed, 
however, to close slightly stronger 
than the previous week. 

The total output of fruits and vege- 
tables for the week was 14,550 cars. 
or 1,000 more than were tolled the 
week before, it was said. 

Louisiana strawberries, 14 cars 
strong, appeared on the market the last 
week, being a month earlier than the 
first shipment of last season. Florida 
originated during the week 106 cars 
of berries, which was four times tbe 
;amount rolled during the correspond- 
ing period last year. New York deal- 
ers were reported to be getting 25-50 
cents quart basis for Florida stock, 
compared with an average of 55 cents 
a vear ago. 

The total commercial crop of ber- 
ries last season had an estimated val- 
ue of $44,500,000, the report said. The 
vield was given as 256,500,000 qaurts. 
According to carlot shipments the lead- 
ing berry states last season ranked 
in the following order: Louisiana, Mis- 
souri, Maryland, Arkangas. Virginia, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. “In 
recent years, the report stated, “there 
seems to be a tendency to increase 
the plantings in the early states and 
to keep the acreage in midseason states 
to a more moderate figure. ‘This is a 
wise policy, if growers are to get any- 
thing like adequate returns at the 
height of carlot movement in May and 
June.”

Washington, March 5.—(#)—A 
group of minority stockholders in the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railroad today 
filed a petition of intervention 
against the project of that railroad 
to take over control of the Erie and 
Pere Marquette systems, in a new 
realignment of the Van MSweringen 
railroad interests. 


At the same time, the commission 
handed down an order permitting the 
intervepors to take part in the case 
and oppose the consolidation, the ac- 
tion foreshadowing an important con- 
test somewhat along the line of the 
controvergy precipitated two | years 
ago by the! attempt of: the Van 
Sweringen interests to fuse the three 
railroads with. the Nickel Plate -sys- 
tem, which they also contrel. 

In Jaying down the basis of their 
opposition to the Chesapeake & Ohio- 
Erie-Pere Marquette merger, the 
minority of Chesapeake & Ohio hold- 
ers declared that the proposal was 
not in the public interest and that no 
general good would be served hy the 
linkage. They declared that the issue 
of approximately $54,000,000 of new 
Chesapeake & Ohio stock which will 
be necessitated in order to provide for 
the transfer of the Erie and. Pere 
Marquette holdings was inadvisable 
from the viewpoint of C. & O. stock- 
and constituted an injustice 
to the minority. They questioned the 
legal right of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
company to take over the lines of 
other railroads which were declared 
to be in part competitive. 

The minority petition asked the com- 
mission to give it opportunity at fu-
